He  then 
proceeded  to  tell  us  why  he  rejected  these  gen¬ 
erally  accepted  teachings  of  ChrUUrolty.  We  men 
tlon  this  conversation  In  order  to  emphasize  the 
fact  that  our  theological  differences  result  not  so 
much  from  conflicting  interpretations  of  the  Bible 
gs  from  conflicting  views  as]  to  the  Bible  Itself. 

Those  who  reject  the  teachings  mentioned  In  the 
foregoing  paragraph  fall  into  two  general  classes, 
the  first  class  acclaim  thejr  belief  in  the  trust¬ 
worthiness  of  the  Bible  at{d  then  by  every  art 
known  to  man  seek  to  prove  “that  the  Bible,  rightly 
Ipterpretated,  does  not  teach  such  doctrines.  The 
seconll  class  frankly  admit;  that  the  Bible  does 
tiach  such  doctrines,  but  Just  as  frankly  they  de¬ 
clare  that  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons  they  can- 
rtot  accept  these  doctrines.  We  have  more  respect 
for  the  man  who  says  that  Oirist  and  the  apostles 
wfere  mistaken  than  for  the  ;man  who,  because  he 
1*  too  timid  to  take  that  position,  juggles  with  the 
Bible  and  tries  to  make  It  teach  what  the  way¬ 
faring  man,  though  a  fool,  knows  that  It  does  not 
teach.  | 

1  he  fact  of  the  matter  lg  that  there  are  vast 
differences  among  us  as  to  {he  trutworthlness  of 
tbe  *B|ble  and  the  authority  of  the  teachings  of 
chrlsf  and  the  apostles.  Let  these  differences  of 
opinion  be  frankly  acknowledged.  We  can 
make  no  progress  toward  the  solution  of  our 
theological  problems  until  We  are  candid  enough 
to  state  these  problems.  Again,  we  repeat  that 
It  Is  not  so  much  difference*  In  lterpretation  of 
the  Bible  as  differences  of  attitude  toward  the 
Bible  that  constitute  the  ground  of  our  division. 

For  Instance,  Is  there  any  known  method  of 
Interpretation  that  can  create  the  slightest  doubt 
as  to  what  the  Bible  teachps  as  to  the  virgin 
bfpth,  the  resurrection  of  cjbrtst,  the  vciarlous 
atonement  and  the  second  coming  of  our  Lord? 
At  this  particular  time  we  are  not  Beeklng  to 
promote  belief  in  these  doctrines.  We  are  using 
them  simply  as  illustrations,  We  are  trying  to 
emphasize  the  fact  that  thefie  doctrines  are  too 
plainly  taught  to  be  argued  away  by  any  honest 
method  of  Interpretation,  lo  accept  them 

is  to  question  either  the  trustworthiness  of  the 
Bible  record  or  the  authority  of  Christ  and  his 
apostles.  * 

Let  the  issue  be  plainly  stptet}.  It  Is  intellec¬ 
tually  dishonest  to  juggle  with  the  unmistakable 
teachings  of  the  Bible.  The  great  doctrines  of 
Christianity  come  not  from  Calvin  or  Augustine 
but  from  the  Holy  Bible.  It  is  not  the  theology 
of  the  middle  ages  over  which  the  battle  rages, 
it  Is  the  theology  of  the  New  Testament.  Only 
two  questions  are  involved — Were  Christ  and  his 
apostles  authoritative  teachers?”  “Is  the  New 
Testament  the  record  of  those  teachings?” — 
Watchman  Examiner.

I-  FA3TS  ABOUT  A  VAST  AND  VARIED  WORK 

1.  The  Foreig l  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has 
417  missionaries  un  ler  appointment  from  America,  not  including  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  native  preacl  era  and  workers. 

2.  The  Board  lias  on  the  foreign  fields  49,659  church  members,  542 
churches,  11,148  out -stations ;  6,854  converts  were  baptised  during  1919;  155 
churches  are  sclf-suy>portiug. 

3.  Since  the  75  Million  Campaign  was  projected,  we  have  sent  out  104 
missionaries,  and  4  others  are  under  appointment. 

4.  We  have  10  theological  schools,  with  345  students  enrolled  ;  544  schools, 
including  colleges  a  id  schools  rtf  lower  grade,  with  18,169  students  enrolled. 

5.  We  have  It  hospital  buildings  and  14  dispensaries.  During  the  last 
Convention  year,  It  foreign  physicians  and  9  native  physicians  administered 
205, 098  treatments  in  these  hospitals. 

6.  We  have  6  publishing  houses  and  7  denominational  pajiers  on  the 
foreign  held. 

T.The  417  missi  mnrics  are  distributed  us  follows:  China,  221;  Africa,  24; 
Italy,  2;  Brazil,  112  Mexico, -12;  .lupmi,  20;  Argentina,  19;  Chile,  7. 

8.  The  foreign  Mission  Board  has  lately  accepted  responsibility  for  work 
in  Spain,  >lugo-Sla%  ia,  Hungary,  Hoiimania,  Southern  Kussia,  Siberia,  Pales¬ 
tine  and  Syria.  Tlese  Helds  are  being  organised  for  great  evangelistic  cam¬ 
paigns  and  for  the  t  raining  of  Christian  workers.

3.  To  these  ne  >ds  must  lie  added  the  necessity  for  an  increasing  number 
of  missionary  residi  nces  for  missionaries  who  have  not  yet  been  housed  and 
others  who  are  to  be  appointed;  church  buildings  where!  they  have  not  yet  been 
provided  and  for  n  *w  churches  as  they  are  organized,  hand  is  needed  for 
missionary  compoui  ds,  church  building  lots,  hospitals^  etc. 

4.  To  lake  cari  of  the  missionaries  on  the  field,  maintain  the  work  already 
in  operation,  supply  these  hospitals,  and  enter  new  dgpi*s  of  opportunity  which 
swing  on  1  heir  hingei  every  day,  we  need  money.  The  total  of  our  needs  great¬ 
ly  exceed  the  Foreign  Board’s  part  in  the  75  Million  Campaign  if  every  pledge 
made  to  that  fund  ii  paid. 

5.  Therefore,  pay  your  pledge  even  at  a  sacrifice,  and  help  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  expand  its  blessed  work  and  carry  the  gospel  and  Christian 
ministry  to  millions  long  und  sadly  neglected. 

E I.  HOW  THE  ACCOUNT  STANDS. 

The  Foreign  M  ssion  Board  received  from  Southern  Baptists  last  year 
*2,318,124.16.  We  lave  received  to  March,  1921,  during  the  present  Conven¬ 
tion  year  *1,078,787  95.  The  South  h«».  since  the  75  Million  Campaign  was 
projected,  to  March  1st,  contributed  |3, 396, 912.11.  On  the  basis,  therefore,  of 
four  million  dollars  per  year  *4,771, 410.60  must  be  raided  from  the  Southern 
States  before  the  end  of  April.

We  often  hear  It  said,  “In  union  there  la  accord  with  ou 
streni  th."  which  la  true  when  It  la  a  union  of  'Movement  that 
kindrid  spirits,  otherwise  It  would  be.  ln  uiiion  Christian  world 
there  Is  weakness.  For  several  centuries  fifter 
our  I  ord'a  redirection  the  Christians  became 
very  innch  stirred  Up  about  union.  They  were 
gradually  carried  by  the  leadera  Into  a  uxiioa  April  7,  1921. 


We  ought  to  be  fair  and  admit  efficiency 
wherever  we  find  It.  The  Union  Movement  Is 
certainly  efficient  In  spending  the  uiru  ■  money 
Everybody  s  money  la  nobody's.  Great  things 
require  great  expenses.  Overhead  expenses  are 
greatly  multiplied,  often  beyond  what  Is  neceaa 
ary.  It  is  very  easy  to  multiply  expenses  beyond 
results. 

The  Intercburcb  World  Movement  and  smaller 
unions  on  mission  fields  afford  sufficient  proof 
for  the  above  statements. 

Forced  organised  union  based  on  compromises 
Is  most  efficient  In  producing  discord.  The  com¬ 
promises  may  hold  them  together  for  a  while, 
but  sooner  or  later  the  real  differences  will  pro¬ 
duce  discord.  Discord  is  never  efficient.  Dr. 
Gamhrell's  Illustration,  putting  a'  dog  and  a  cat 
in  a  barrel,  is  very  appropriate  here  Even  two 
cats  will  get  on  better  with  their  tails  not  tied 
together.  A  union  college  in  Cblfia  composed  of 
several  denominations  has  lost  two  good  men 
from  discord,  one  English  Baptist  and  one  North¬ 
ern  Presbyterian,  and  recently  the  whole  faculty 
was  asked  by  the  Trustees  to  resign  becasse  of 
discord.  Union  Is  not  democratic,  controlled  by 
|he  r»w.  not  by  the  many.  Southern  Baptists 
are  democrats. 

The  Union  Movement  la  also  efficient  In  break¬ 
ing  down,  at  least  In  not  producing,  loyalty  to 
the  local  church.  Right  here  Is  an  Important 
difference  between  Baptists  and  nearly  all  otbar 
denominations.  We  emphaalse  the  (oral  church 
Union  emphasizes  the  union  of  local  churches 
Union  begins  at  the  top  and.  If  It  goes  anywhere, 
must  go  downward.  It  reverses  the  natnral 
order  of  growth  and  works  from  tha  outside 
toward  the  Inside.  We  find  that  Christiana 
taught  by  the  advocates  of  union  do  not  make 
loyal  and  efficient  church  members  They  are 
looking  for  something  bigger  than  tha  local 
church.  We  are  speaking  both  frpm  experience  . 
and  observation. 

We  conclude  from  the  above  (hat  the  Uulon 
Alovement  la  neither  Scriptural  nor  Efficient. 
a-Jd  that  Southern  Baptists  are  w| ie  In  keeping 
out  of  It.  We  are  a  great  people  with  a  great 
message  to  the  world.  We  were  never  better 
prepared  than  now  to  deliver  our  'vneuaage,  and 
secure  for  It  a  respectful  hearing.  We  are  wlee 
In  not  weakening  ourselves  by  entangling 
alliances  with  those  with  whom  we  are  not 
agreed. 

The  Seventy  Five  Million  Campaign  has  made 
the  other  denominations  to  alt  up  snd  Uke  note. 
This  la  no  time  to  lose  our  Baptist  opportunity. 

I  am  glad  to  come  home  on  fnrlosgh  In  hearty 
accord  with  our  Baptist  position  en  this  Union 
Movement  that  la  trying  to  embrace  the  whole 
Christian  world.

The  Seminary  faculty  and 
students  raised  a  fund  of  some  1400 
to  get  her  out  of  Russia.  It  haa  taken 
nearly  a  year  to  accompllah  this.

In  addition  to  arranging 
for  the  work,  he  gave  his  time  and 
use  of  Ills  car  to  take  a  worker  to 
these  different  schools.  We  give 
herewith  a  brief  sketch  >f  each 
school: 

Houck's  Retreat. 

Kaeh  morning  for  live  days  leaving 
Brook  haven  by  eight  o'clock  the 
Slate  Secretary  went  to  Heuck's  Re- 
treat  school  house,  which  Is  Just 
across  the  road  from  the  church.  Wo 
had  the  first  hour  of  school  In  which 
all  the  young  people  of  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
age  met  in  the  study  of  the  B.  Y.  P. 
U.  Manual.  On  acedunt  of  sickness 
In  the  cbmmunlty  the  attendance  was 
small  but  those  In  attendance  were 
very  responsive  and  bn  Friday  when 
the  test  was  gjvcn  nine  bright  young 
people  passed  successfully.  We  were 
Indebted  to  Mr.  Smith  the  principal 
for  his  hearty  co-operation,  he  was 
one  of  the  nine  to  take  the  test. 

)>loiinl  Moriah. 

Leaving  Heuck's  by  nine-thirty  we 
drove  back  through  Brookhaven  and 
*6uth  for  another  live  miles  to  Mt. 
Moriah  church.  Oug  class  In  the 
Manual  here  began  at  ten-thirty  and 
was  held  In  the  school  building  which 
Is  on  the  same  lot  with  the  church. 
Mr.  Montgomery,  the  principal  of  the 
school  was  most  cordial  In  his  re¬ 
ception  of  the  worker  f|nd  co-operated 
to  make  the  class  a  success.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  the  young  people  attended 
the  classes  but  only  a  few  tobk  the 
final  test,  six  passing  successfully. 

Edwards  School 

In  the  afternoon  during  this  same 
week  Mr.  I’urser.  pastor  of  the  Hazle- 
hus’t  church,  who  was  with  us  for  the 
week,  went  to  Edwards  school  house, 
west  of  Brookhaven  and  taught  a  class 
In  the  manual.  The  class  here  was  be 
gun  right  after  school  was  out  for  the 
day  and  necessarily  the  class  was 
made  up  of  only  those  Interested  ones 
that  could  stay  until  four  o'clock.  Mr 
Purser  reports  Interest  and  enthugi- 
a  :m  on  the  part  of  the  class.  Six 
diplomas  were  sent  to  those  passing 
the  test.
